Fifty Per Cent 
Increase Here 
In School Aid 


Both Lee county a n d Dixon 


schools will receive about 50 per 
cent more state aid for education 
this year than last, according to 
County Superintendent of Schools 
John Torrens. 


Lee county will get $152 000 


compared with 5104,281 last year. 
Dixon schools will receive $65,800, 
compared with 535,845 the preced- 
ing year. 


The increase for schools in this 


area was made possible by a re- 
cent Supreme court decision. The 
case was taken to the highest state 
court because the legislature cut 
some 511 million from the school 
appropriation 
without changing 


existing formulas for the distribu- 
tion of the funds.

People Not Convinced 


But, he said, the American peo- 


ple "are not convinced in their 
hearts there is anything to worry 
about."

He said that the mere threat 


that an atomic bomb might be 
used against this country means 
that decision will have to be made 
on the question of decentralizing 
the nation's industrial plants. 


This can not be accomplished

He added 
that it would mean total disrup- 
tion of the industrial economy and 
a lowered standard of living for 
the American people.

E uno Cornacchiola, accosted the 
pontiff and said, according to II 
Tempo, "Holy Father, here is a 
Bible which 5s' used to speak 
against the church and here is the 
dagger with which I planned to do 
you harm.

confirmed the story, which quoted 


Cornacchiola as saying he had 
thought of killing the Pope years 
ago when he was fighting in the 
Spanish civil war. 


II Tempo said that the Pope 


"smiled with paternal indulgence 
and asked the man in front of 
him why he had wished to harm 
him, but the repentant sinner pre- 
ferred to say only 'I beg forgive- 
ness.' " 


The Pope then caressed 
the 


man's cheek, whispered, "God bless 
you," and withdrew, keeping the 
Bible and the dagger, the now«- 
paper wUd.

Built Expands and Contracts

Since few new home owners 


realize this, many are quick to 
blame 
the 
builder 
for plaster 


cracks, loose boards and other ills 
which may be beyond his control. 


When the sun shines on a house, 


it causes, lumber, bricks and other 
materials to expand. 
At night 


when the house gets cold, the ma- 
terials contract, nails pull loose, 
plaster cracks and masonry joints 
open. 
These conditions are more 


prevalent m the winter than at 
any other season, because of the 
quick changes in temperature. 


When a masonry wall cracks 


along joints water enters, freeze 
and causes bigger cracks. Ice anc 
snow jammed into gutters and 
downspouts cause water to seep 
under the roof. 
A wood frame 


house expands and contracts to 
a greater degree than one of ma 
sonry. 
Siding and shingle nail; 


pull loose 
If not repaired, the re 


sultant openings will let water 
Into the house during thaws an1" 
rainstorms. 


Damage to Interior 


Inside either a masonry or fram 


house, the uneven shrinkage an 
expansion of different kinds o 
materials causes doors to stick 
molding to pull loose from wall 
or floors, and small plaster crack 
to develop. One of the few mate

When Joints in woodwork open 


at the corners of window and door 
rames, the crack usually is small

woodwork. If cracks are too large 
'or this, it is best to refit the 
trim. 


Baseboard Cracks 


A frequent complaint is that 


cracks appear between baseboards 
and floor as the 
quarter-round 


Covering the joint pulls loose. This 
piece of molding should never be 
attached to floor boards or base- 
boards, but instead should be fast- 
ened by long nails passing through 
the cracks into the studs behind 
the wall. 


Sticking doors can usually be re- 


paired by planing off a bit of wood 
at the point where the door sticks, 
or by placing a very thin piece of 
wood behind the upper hinge if 
the door sticks at the bottom, or 
the lower hinge if it sticks at the 
top. 


Hairline plaster cracks can be 


hidden bv thick paint, but if wider 
than 1-32-inch, the plaster should 
be chipped out along the crack and 
the space filled with patching plas- 
ter 


Loose stair and floorboards must 


be re-nailed at an angle to nre- 
vent their pulling loose

Drafts, Cold Floors Bring 
Discomfort, Health Hazards 


Approximataely So per cent of 


American homes afford only shel- 
ter rather than complete comfort 
In winter. 
They are drafty, have 


cold floors and are unevenly heat- 
ed, according to the Construction 
Research Bureau. New York clear- 
ing house for building information 
This condition results in countless 
colds and other more serious ill- 
ness. 


Thp smallest crack will admit 


g-usts of cold aair. The tiny crack 
around a loosely fitting window 
admits fold air equivalent to that 
admitted by a hole l»ft by remov- 
ing a brick from the wall. The 
crack between an outside door and 
door sill will let in almost as much 
cold. 
Multiply this by 15 or 20 


windows and it is easy to under- 
stand why wf-atherstnpping and 
tight-fitting storm windows are 
essential 


Cold Walls CaiiM> Draft 


A leading cause of winter dis- 


comfort and drafts is the fact that 
walls in the 85 per cent of homes 
that are not adequately insulated 
are 10 or more degrees colder than 
the air in the house. 
The warm 


air. togethr-r with bodv heat, flows 
rapidly to these cold walls, setting 
up air currents. 
Cold air als 


flows down the walls, 
creating 


more drafts 


The cure is to insulate the wall 


full-thick with mineral wool, says 
the Bureau, because repeated tests 
show that this brings the walls 
to within one or two degrees of 
air temperature and drafts from 
this cause are virtually eliminated. 


Another sonous cause of drafts 


and colds caused by them each 
winter 
1"= movement of air 
from 


an open basement into the living 
quarters. 
A tight-fitting door at 


the top of the basement stairs will 
prevent drafts at this point. 


Cold Floors Dangerous 


Cold floors are hazardous 
in 


homes with small children, since 
they regard the floor as their own 
special plav area 


Floors are made cold In two 


wavs 
H > bv cold air flowing 


down cold, uninsulated walls, and 
(21 bv failure to insulate floors 
over 
unheated 
areas. Approxi- 


mately 9 per cent of the heat is 


ost through 
uninsulated floors 


These conditions can be corrected 
by installing 
full-thick, batts or 


blankets of mineral wool msula- 
ion between the floor joists above 
all unheated areas. 


Proper humidity is another es- 


sential to winter comfort. If air 
s too dry. it is more difficult to 
icat the house. 
Physicians say 


.hat air should contain about 40 
per cent moisture. This is provid- 
•d with humidifying pans m warm 
air furnaces, or by water pani at- 
tached to radiators. 
These pans 


must be filled daily. 


The open plan of kitchen, 


dining- and living-room, which 
occupy one-half the 1,456 square 
feet, is a striking feature of 
this ranch house.

portins everyone by soaking a fast-disappearing rich, scram- 
bling for subsidy, learning the arts of log-rolling and forget- 
ting the rugged virtues of the pioneer, will not measure up 
to competition with a tough dictatorship."

THE MITCHELL CASE 


I have read the news story in 


the Evening Telegraph of Decem- 
ber 5th concerning the legal pro- 
ceedings in the case of Edgar 
Mitchell, a 16-year old patient of 
the Dixon State Hospital, who 
shot Jessie May Bland, a 12-year 
old girl residing in South Dixon 
township with a .22 caliber rifle. 
I would appreciate the opportun- 
ity of correcting certain state- 
ments in the news story. 


The occurrence was reported to 


the General Office of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare by Dr. 
Charles K. Bush, acting Superin- 
tendent of the Dixon State Hos- 
pital. 


Transfer Considered 


There is reference in the story to 


the sending of Edgar Mitchell "to 
Menard or Chester." By "Menard" 
I assume is meant the Menard 
Branca of the State Penitentiary 
over which the Department of 
Public Welfare has no control, and 
so far as I know there has bt-en 
no consideration of sending Mit» 
chell to that institution. By "Ches- 
ter" I assume is meant the Illinois 
Security Hospital. The two insti- 
tutions are located immediately 
adjacent. There has been some 
consideration of transferring Mit- 
chell to that institution 


The Illinois Security Hospital is 


a facility providing close super- 
vision to persons on commitment 
as being mentally deficient, form- 
erly committed as being feeble- 
minded, and to persons on com- 
mitment as being mentally ill, 
formerly committed as being in- 
sane who are considered to be 
dangerous. Persons are also com- 
mitted to this institution on a mit- 
timus who are found to be insane 
or feebleminded while under indict- 
ment for a crime. Over one-third 
of the population of the Security 
Hospital are feebleminded per- 
sons on transfer from the two 
State institutions for the feeble- 
minded. 


Caution Exercised 


Transfers to and from the Se- 


curity Hospital are made by the 
Department 
of Public 
Welfare 


with a groat deal of caution. When 
the medical staff at the Dixon 
State Hospital considers a male 
patient to be m need of the close 
supervision of the Security Hos- 
pital a recommendation is made to 
the Medical Director of the Illinois 
Nouropsychiatric 
Institute, who 


arranges a review of the case and 
sometimes an examination of the 
person proposed for transfer. The 
Medical Director then presents his 
recommendation and the recom- 
mendation of the staff at the Dix- 
on State Hospital to the Depart- 
ment for consideration.

technique in Canasta play, one 
which I have not mentioned be- 
fore and have not read anywhere 
else. John R. Crawford of Phila- 
delphia brought out this point in 
our weekly discussion of this col- 
umn. 
Mr. Crawford is the out- 


standing Canasta player of the 
country, and he and I meet each 
meet to discuss techniques which 
we know will improve your game. 


He advises you to 
remember 


the rotation in which your op- 
ponent makes his different melds 
For example, suppose that your 
right-hand opponent first melds 3 
nines, and on a later round melds 
3 tens. 
Now you draw a card 


from the stock pile, meld or not 
as you choose, but you have to 
make a discard—and you have to 
discard either -a nine or a ten. 
Which one is the better card to 
let go? 


The nine-spot is the better card 


for you to discard, and here is the 
reason. The partner of the player 
who originally melded the 3 nines 
has already had an opportunity to 
play on those nines. If he has 
not added any nines to that meld, 
you are fairly safe in assuming 
that he does not have any nines. 
But when your right-hand oppo- 
nent has just melded 3 tens, you 
have no way of knowing whether 
or not his partner has a pair of 
tens. If you throw a ten, it may 
be the very card that will give 
the opponents a quick canasta 


* * * 


If the pack is frozen, the tac- 


tics might change slightly. 
For 


example, if your right-hand oppo- 
nent melded 3 nines when the 
pack was frozen, his partner, at 


fuse to play a pair of runes on 
that meld, preferring to hold them 
in the hope that you would think 
a nine was a safe discard. Then 
he could steal the pack on you. 


One of the greatest weaknesses 


of the average Canasta player is 
that he is always trying to pre- 
vent the opponents from getting 
the pack. If you are in a position 
where you can keep the oppo- 
nents from getting the pack for 
only one or two rounds, and from 
then on you will have to discard 
dangerous cards, 
discard 
your 


dangerous cards immediately. Let 
them take a small pack, and try 
to get yourself in a position to 
defend when the pack gets big. 


Now for my regular questions 


and answers. 


Q—We are in a constant argu- 


ment in our group as to whether 
or not you can use the top card 
of the discard pile to help to make 
the initial meld. Will you please 
clear this up for us? 


A—You have a perfect right to 


use the top card of the discard 
pile to help to make your initial 
meld; but remember, the pack is 
frozen to you and therefore you 
must put down two natural cards 
from your hand of the same rank 
as the top card of the pack. For 
example, if the top card is an ace, 
and you have 2 natural aces in 
your hand, and your minimum 
meld is 50, you can take the pack 
and use the ace with the 2 aces 
in your hand to complete your 
minimum meld. 


If the top card of th« discard 


pile is a six-spot, let us say, and 
you need 50 points for your ini- 
tial meld, you must put 2 natural 
sixes down from your hand. Then 
you can add a deuce, which would 
make a total of 35 points. 
Now 


can can make another meld of 
either 3 5-point cards' or 3 10- 
point cards.

Chief Fischer said chains re- 


duce braking distance by 40 to 70 
per cent, and also cut the odds of 
being stalled. 


The chief went on to say motor- 


ists naturally are more careful 
when driving on slippery pave- 
ment, and then added the princi- 
pal causes of accidents: Speed, 
improper use of brakes, and lack 
of traction. 


"Pump brakes." the chief said. 


••Jamming causes the brakes to 
lock the wheels and the car to 
skid out of control."

waving and 


shouting to him. They called that 
they had heard cries for help from 
across the river.
